1. HQS CONTINUING LCIMPROVE INVESTIGATION EERIK HEINE, 
SUSPECT SOVIET AGENT WHO PLAINTIFF IN LAWSUIT HEINE VS RAUS 
IN WHICH WOFACT INVOLVED. 

2. HEINE FORMER ESTONIAN NATIONAL NOW RESIDENT CANADA 
ALLEGES HE SERVED IN ESTONIAN UNIT GERMAN ARMY FROM JULY 1941
